The Nobel prize for liter- 


ature has once more gone to 
a writer almost totally un- 
known to Americans. Her- 
mann Hesse, a Swiss novel- 


vist, essayist and poet, has 
^teefcived the award. Though 
three or four of his books 
have been translated Into 
English, he has not begun 
to make the impression that 
was made by another Ger- 
man-writing novelist 
and 


Nobel prizewinner, Thomas 
Mann. 


The prize has often gone 


to 
internationally 
famous 


•writers like W. B. Yeats, 


of Finland, the 1939 winner, 
Erik A. Krafeldt of Sweden 
and Grazia Deledda of Italy. 


The explanation, at least 


in part, is that this is not a 
prize for litrary eminence, 
but rather for idealism in 
literature. Lack of this in- 
spirational quality may ex- 
plain the omission of writers 
like Hemingway and Drei- 
ser, to name only 
Ameri- 


cans. 


Of course the fact that 


Hesse and 
other 
winners 


are unknown to most Amer- 
icans may reflect on us rath- 
er than on the authors.
